Krcini here to (lardlnor, 
where wo again took the train, our 
party made the trip In (and on) 
large coaches drawn by six horses 
and carrying 2!) persons, (in tho 
way wo passed tho (lolden Gate, 
Silver Gate and the Hoodoos, ail 
quite tntereeting sights. 

Our sleepers were ready for us at 
Gardiner. We got aboard at 7 :30 
p. m. and were soon In bed. Tbe 
next morning we fonnd oniaelves 
travelling homeward through 
Montana. Aloii^'liiNbe evening 
we reached Edgemonty South Da* 
kota. Here our |iCrty divided, 
half going north to Hot Springs 
and Deadwo<N], In Ihe Black Bills.
